Instead ofa 
dozen or two casual smokers, hundreds and thou 
sands went there to see the picture. Men who had 
merely glanced at it as they would glance at a 
dead wall), went back tosee if there wasn’t some- 
thingin it they had never before noticed. The 
fact that it had been pronounced indecent by the 
Society forthe Suppression of Vice, really made 
indecent what was not considered so before. See- 
ing that resistance would be fortune to him, the 
proprietor of the place Geclined to hide his pic- 
ture, snd the matter was dropped. The second 
attempt was made by a policeman, who walked 
into a news stand and cigar store near the ayenue 
the other day and ordered the proprietor to re- 
move a show-card from the window. The card was 
the photograph ofa prominent actress in tights, 
Thousands of people have seen the actress herself 
in the same costume on the stage, and never 
winced at the flesh and blood representati: ». Well 
the picture was at once removed. Weobvy poiice- 
men here, for they represent the United Stater, 
But the young man who took in his sign so 
promptly immediately repaired to police head- 
quarters and inquired whether the act ofthe offi- 
cer was indorsed at headquarters. The tuperin- 
tendent said it was. ‘‘Then,’’ retorted the cigar 
man, ‘I desire you to cometo my place orsend 
some competent man with authority to examine 
my stock. I do not wish to be hauled up -for vio- 
lating the law, andasI havea good many such 
pictures on my stand I wartto know what are 
decent and what are indecent.’’ This was & poser, 
The major shook his head thovgtitfuliy, aud hon- 
estly declared that he'd be biauxed if he conld 
tell, Hesuspected thatit depenced somewhat on

I said that the suuth had the labor of the 
negro now nearly as cheap as she did before 
the war, and our loss from their freedom was 
more imaginary than real. I would not hava 
said this twenty years ago, nor even ten, but it 
is apparent now and it is aconso'ation. We 
boast of it—Ido. I like to throw it in the 
teeth of ows noithero brethren and say “you 
thought you bad ruined us, bat you dident. 
Woe icst the pride of dominion—that was all— 
and we gained votes and representation.” 

Ihave psid willing tribute to the old sonth 
too Jeng and too ofiev for any one to qaestion 
my love or loyalty. I haves said that we shall 
never sce such a grand and noble people again, 
lor these modern ways and methods will not, 
cannot produce them, but I have no iaclination 
tosit upon the river bank and ‘cuss.’ The 
Macon Telegraph nor any other Telegraph 
has never made more willing defense of 
the old south than I have tried to make, 
Sensitive to her truth, her honor, her 
chivalric manhood I bave always stood in the 
breach aud stand there still. There must be 
scmething outside of any of my utterances 
that provoke even a criticism in that direction. 
The splendid defense recently made by Dr. 
Ward, of Mississ'ppi, was to me a grateful feast. 
The bold assertions of Sscretary Lamar, at 
Charleston, was my next comfort and lifted 
me up with pride. 

The Telegraph sexys: “We sre writing no 
defence of slavery.” Well, why not, if you 
want to write atall? Are you ashamed of it ? 
That is juatthe difference. I have defended it 
all my life, and expect to continue on that line. 
lam not eshamed of it. I was born with it 
and grew up with it, aud I liked it and do yet. 
But its time was out—I reckon it was. Solo- 
mon says thereisa ‘time for everything. Its 
time was out, and would have basen out before, 
but for the goadings of our northern brethren. 
The best men of the south were advocates 
of freedom long befora it came. 
Henry Clay was the champion of gradual 
emancipation, forty years ago, and he had the 
hearty co-operation of many of the best men 
of the south, with Joseph Henry Lumpkin, 
our great chief-justice, among them. 

The Telegraph-asts, “Who made all tho 
wealth that made the south a beautifal and 
peaceful country. If we did not lose it by the 
war, where is it”” 

The Telegraph is a “funny man” too, I 
suppose he means wealth in negro slaves, for 
there is nothing el:e “in the text.” Well, I 
am not ready to admit that the negroes made 
all our wealth, and the white man made noth- 
ing. Let’s tote fair with the white man, even 
though he was nothing but a common laborer.

It is about. the 
came, all things considered, s0 far as money 
is concerned, and the responsibility 
is notnear so great. [ wonld like toowna 
good cook just now—oue that needs a master 
—that is a fact, but I can’t, and I am content, 
Sometimes I feel very much like that same 
Judge Warner, whom tho Telegraph tries to 
make me slander, but to whom I rendered 
ccmpliment and compliment only. I asked 
him one day what be was ruminating about so 
seriously, and he replied, “my friend, I will 
tell you. I see that Colquitt bas been up north 
and he made a speech in which he said he was 
glad the niggers were free—didn’t he—didn’t 
he?” 

“Yes,” said I, “I believe be did.” 

“Well, my frieud, )ou wever heard me sty 
it, and you never will—good morning.” And 
he psstedi on with slow and solema steps. No, 
lemnetgladand!f am not sorry, but Iam 
reconciled. As Pope says, “Whatever is is 
right.” 

Thea Telegraph intimates that somebody is 
telling our children that their fathers 
fought end got whipped and then lied 
about the money &they lost in the fight. 
That isanawfu! etraica on the text. It can 
hard!y bear it. I dident know that our fathers 
fought specially forthe negroes. Certain it is 
that not onein ten of the soldiers owned any 
nor did they have very much liking for them. 
They fought for principle, for equal rights. 
They fought just like our revolutionary sires 
fought, agsinst a tax on tea when not oneina 
hundred drank it. Taey fought because we 
had auarreled for fifty years, and the fight had 
tocome. A fight helps folks sometimes. I 
knew a man once whose liver was out of orler, 
and he quarreled with everybody with or with- 
out provocation, until one day a fellow hauled 
away 2nd mashed the juice out of his nose, and 
it made a peaccable Christian out of him. It 
isabad remedy. but it beats medicine. The 
war was not waged to perpetuate slavery. In- 
deed, the slavo owners were generally anti- 
secessionists and union men, Some politicians 
did say it was going to be a rich man’s 
war and a poor man’s fight, but 
no secessionist dared to tell the sol- 
diers that they were fighting for slavery— 
Even Mr. Lincoln in his proclamation of free- 
dom was carefal totay “Ido this as a war 
measure.” 

The negro as property was the least of our 
losses by the war, We could not eat him or drink 
him nor wear him and nobody had any money 
to buy him. We had fought ourselves out of 
every thing, out of food and clothing and horses 
and mules and cattle and hogs. Our resources 
were ail gone and it would have been but little 
comfort then to have had a lot of negro chil- 
dren to support, even the able bodied ones 
would have been a burden, for we had no stock 
and but few implements.

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ANCIENT HISTORY. 


Battle at Shepherfi’s Plantation, Stewart 


County. 
From the Americus, Ga., Recorder. 

Through the courtesy of Ex-Senator Jame; 
G. Parks, of Dawson, we are ena>led to give to 
our readers an official account of ths battle at 
Shepherd’s plantation, which fight took place 
the 9th of June, 1536. 

This plantation at the time of the fizht was 
owned by Dr. Shepherd, and someof his de- 
scendents now own it. It is abont 14 miles 
from Lumpkin. 

Between two and three o’clock, whon Captain 
Garmany’s mcn were eating their dinner,a firing 
was heard about half a mile from the place he 
occupied. Supposing that Major Jernigan and 
his force were attacked Garmany ordered his 
meh to leaye their dinner and parade im- 
mediately. The horses were left, and indeed 
everything else, exept the clothes which the 
men had on, and the force marched in the di- 
rection where the jiring was heard, and having 
marched about half a mile, found the Indians 
prepared for battle. When within some one 
hundred yards of the Indians, Garmany’s men 
fired, and six or seven of the enemy fell, The 
Indians then retreated a short distance and 
formedaline Garmany gave the manother fire, 
the savages returning it in regular manner, 
and again retreated. Garmany discovered that 
every time they retreated they were reinforced 
to the number of at least 250, Aslong as they 
could be kept in front, they were repulsed, out 
becoming so numerous, and Captain Garmany’s 
force consisting of only forty-two men in line at 
the time, the Indians began to flank them. A re- 
treat was ordered, and the men commanded to 
fire on the retreat, half of them were dirested 
to face to the right, and the other to the lefs, 
and to fire upon their flanks, to keep the In- 
dians from surrounding them. After having 
retreated in this way about half a mile, a smal! 
field was reached, and the fence used asa breast- 
work, until two rounds were fired. By this 
time the enemy had succeeded in dividing the 
party. 

By firing on the left flank, Captain Garmany 
and about ten men succeeded in getting posses- 
sion of the yard. At the time they entered the 
gate, the euemy had succeeded in gaining the 
opposite side of the yard, but were driven from 
their position. They then fied to the gin hoase, 
where a position was taken and an opportunity 
watched to shoot as they passed around the 
houses. The troops were directed not to fire 
until they could be certain to kill, which order 
was obeyed. Captain Garmany took a position 
behind two trees, so situated that he could not 
be seen, and from that place he was certain that 
he killed an Indian who was attempting to get 
one of the horses over the fence, Whon he tell 
avother attempted to got the same hors>, and 
before he succeeded in getting the animal, hs 
was shot and fell within three feet of ths other. 
Ceptain Garmany then loaded again, and jast 
at that moment three other Indians prased 
round the corner of a small house forty yards 
distant, when they were fired at, and two of 
them stopped, the other shot Csptain Garmany 
through the thigh, which caused him to fall. 
The Indian drew his knife and made toward 
him. He raised up and shot the Indian, bring- 
ing him tothe ground. At this time a panic 
was produced among Garmany’s men, who 
ericd out that their captain was killed, Bathe 
called to them, saying that he was not dead, 
but that they must fight on, Dispatching tie 
Indian after he was wounded, Captain (ar- 
many drew his pocket pistol, determined still 
to defend himzelf,and called to his men to tura 
their horses cut of the lot, which they did. 
Those of his company who were near continued 
to fight, and during the whole time, the men 
on the other flank of the enemy maintained 
the action with vigor and energy. 

Just at this moment, Major Jernigan, of 
Stewart county, who was at fort Jones, three 
miles below the }att'e «round, arrived with a 
small detachment of men, not excseding thir- 
ty, and charged upon the Indians, which di-- 
verted them frem Captain Garmany and ens- 
bled him to make his escape. One of his man 
seeing thathe was wounded, brought him a 
horse, took him up behind him, and carried 
bim to Fort Jones, when the rest of his force 
attempted their escape in the best way they 
could. 

About this time,a body of men who ha been 
rent to For: McCreary, and had heard t:e firing, 
came and ¢’ rged through the ranks of the 
enemy, br’ aey were too late to render much 
{ Ssistan : Those of Captain Garmany’s com-. 
paby Wi: werein the engagement acted with 
great bra. cy and firmness. Every man st»o0d 
firm until. rdered to retreat. Ample testimo- 
ny was borne to the courage and bravery of 
Major Jernigsn avd his men, who weni to the 
assistanee of Captain Garmany. In his Com- 
pany were seven killed and four wounded, 
rone thought to be dangerous. Of Major Jer- 
pigan’s men, four were killed and three 
wounded. Those of Garmany’s msn killed 
were, Ensign Lacy, Orderly-Sergeint James C 
Martin, Jamea H Holland, Robert T. Holland, 
James M. Alien, William M Sims (by exhans- 
tion), J.A. V. Tate and ' A. W. Peden Wounded: 
Captain Garmany, Joha R. Alexander, Thomas 
W. Hunt and William Stapp. It was thought 
that there were from twenty-five to thirty [n- 
dians killed, but Colonel Gibson, who after- 
waid visited the battle ground, was cleariy cf 
the opinion that the loss of the Indians must 
bave been much greater, 

Those of the Stewart county company who 
were killed in the battle were: David Dzik, 
Exsq., Captain Jared Irwin, Captain Robert Bil- 
lups, and a young man by the name of Hunter. 
They were all gentlemen of the first standing. 
Mr. Delk was a” member of the bar, Captain 
Irwin was clerk of the superior court of Stew- 
art county. We love to honor the memory of 
our confederate heroes, but we should not for- 
get the men of 1836 who battled against the 
ruthless savage when he was at our very doors. 

In one of the church grave jyards at Lump- 
kin, Ga., peacefully sleeping, almost side by 
side, are the three veterans, Irwin, Billaps and 
Hunter, men who gallantly laid dova their 
lives for the protection of the homes of their 
loved ones, and though fifty-one years have 
pessed since they met their death at the hands 
cf the ruthless savage, neverthele:s the mom- 
cry of these men even down to this day is as 
fragrant as the early flowers of spring. 

Captain !rwin was the father of Mrs. Dr. C. 
A Cheatham, now of Dawson, Ga., and young 
Hunter wes the brother of the lIste Joel E. 
Huuter, of Terrell county, who in his life time 
was one of our most prominent and useful citi- 
zens. 

The venerable Judge Lovid Bryan, of Lump- 
kin, isa survivor of the fight at Shepherd’s 
plantation, and is loved and respected by all 
who know him.

THE 
PROTECTED THS FRONTIER.

4 Corps With se History—Its Organizatic 8 
Bayard Not Troubied by the Majori:y of Extra- 
dition Cares—Crimina's Pushed Over the 
Line and Sarrendered to Justice, 


From the New York Star. ; 

Of the whole frontier line separating ths re- 
public of the United States from the republic 
of Mexico there is no portion better policed 
than that which extends from the Gulf of 
Mexico to El] Paso, Texas. This is in a great 
measure due to the fact that from the gulf to 
this litile southwestern town the boundary be- 
tween the two republics is a natural one, 
formed by the muddy stream of the Rio 
Grande. But more especially is the security of 
this part of the border dae to the conrageous 
and untiring efforts of that portion of the state 
troops of Texas known as the Texas Rangers. 
There has not been a period in the history of 
Texas with which the romantic name of 
rangers has not been more or less intimately 
connected. They were rangers who fought 
against Santa Anna, and who fell in the despe- 
rate conflict at Alamo, and it was dying 
rangers who bequeathed to their children the 
task of vengeance which siill inspires the 
Texan in every border conflict with the rally- 
ing cry, “Remember the Alamo.” 

The corps of rangers formed part of the 
troops that fonght against the union during 
the civil war, and indeed they were the 
pucleus around which gathered and were dis- 
ciplived the wild frontier men of Texas who 
were,under General Kirby Smith, the last to lay 
down their arms, long afier General Robert Ff 
Lee had surrendered his sword to Grant. It 
seems strange that though Texas was the last 
of all the states to submit, she really suffered 
so little. Texas today owns her public lands, 
and her mineral wealth is not centrolled by the 
general mining laws of the country. More- 
over sbe has today, asin older times, her corps 
of rangers, solely controlled by the state and 
yet maintained in active military service. 
This isa unique privilege and one which no 
ocher state in the union enjoys. 

There did not for some years after the war 
and during the reconstruction period exist any 
etate force in Texas, and the present organiz:- 
tion of rangers came into being in 1574, when 
Governor Richard Coke was in oiflice. The 
whole force at the present time does not num- 
her more than 250 men, yet it has been found 
amply sufficient to thoroughly police the 
frontier, 

A Texas ranger. strange though it may ap- 
pear, is not usually a Texan by birth. The 
rangers come from every part of the union, and 
quite a number of them are young adventurers, 
eastern boys of good families. It is impossible 
fora poor man to join this state force. Ho 
must have, asa preliminary to enlistment, a 
horse of his own, a Winchester rifle, all the 
necessities for camping out, and about $100 in- 
vested in his outfit. He joins for a term of six 
months, and receives $30 a month for his ser- 
v ces and $11 fora ration for his horse. The 
state provides him with all the ammunition he 
may care to fire away, and under such circum- 
stances itis needless to say that every ranger is 
a dead shot, both with a rifle and revolver. A 
corporal receives $35 a month, a sergeant $50 a 
month, a lieutenant $75 and allowance for two 
horses, a captain $100 a month and aliowance 
for two horses. There is no higher rank in 
the rangers than captain, though when two or 
three companies act together the senior captain 
is commander. 

The Texan ringer isa curious compound of 
aroldier ard a poly officer. He is a state 
police officer and a soldier at the same time. In 
the former capacity he performs the daties of a 
deputy sheriff in every county in the state, and 
is authorized to arrest fagitives from justice 
without a warrant. A list of these fugitives is 
‘uinished from time to time to every ranger, 
together with their descriptions, and it is his 
cnuty to commit it to ncamanng, § The services 
that this body of state troops has rendered to 
Texas are incalculab'e. While all New Moxico 
and Arizona have heen for years past overran 
by hostile Apaches the frontier of Texas has 
never suffered. The manner in which the 
rangers utterly exterminated the Lepans and 
Kickapoog as well as the Comanches is a lively 
reminder to the Apaches and Navajoes not to 
cross the Rio Grande where it borders on the 
Jone star state, 

Here isan incident which threatened at one 
time to lead to sexious international complic.- 
tions. A young eastern man named Conklin 
came down to New Mexico in 1850 and started 
a paper at Socorro. He was a nice young fol 
low, and scon became very popular among the 
few Americans in that thoroughly Mexican 
town. On Christmas eve, 1380, there was a 
kind of church festival held, of which Conklin 
was manager. While it was in progress two 
young Mexicans named Baca made themselves 
very noisy in the room, and as they refused to 
keep quiet Conklin expelled them. One of 
them, a young fellow about twenty-three, gota 
revolver, and as Conklin was going home with 
his wife one of the brothers pulled him aside 
and the other shot him dead on the spot. The 
murderers got off, although the whole town 
turned out to chase them. Nothing wa: heard 
of either of them for several months. One day 
Sergeant Gillett of Captain Baylor’s company of 
rapgeis they. stationed at a little town called 
isleta, on the Rio Grande, about six miles east 
of E! Paga, learned that one of the Bacas was 
clerking in asmall store in the Mexican town 
of Saragossa, directly opposite on the other 
bank of the river. Without making any appli- 
cation for extradition papers, Gillett went to 
the corporat of his company, and, selecting 
ano‘ her zanger, the three agreed to go across 
the river and capture Baca. They got to the 
store vnobserved. Gillett covered young Baca 
with bis revolver and called upon him to sur- 
render. Before the people around knew what 
was up the rangers had their prisoner behind 
one of them on a horse, and they made for the 
American side, 

For about two miles and a half they were 
chased by indignant Mexicans who had 
mounted, many of them without saddles and 
with only arope around their horses’ noses. 
The rangers kept changing their prisoner from 
one horse to another untilthe river bank was 
gsined, and the pursued and pursuers ex: 
changed shots all the way. When the rangers 
reached the middle of the stream the Mexicans 
gave up the chase and returned to Soragossa. 
Gillett was afraid of his action not being ap- 
proved of and so he went up to Socorro and 
turned his prisoner over to the sheriff. The 
next dsy the indignant populaci hung Baca up 
to a cotton wood tree. 

Another example of the manner in which 
border officers dispense with the nice formal- 
ities of extradition papers is farnished by the 
tacit egreemeat which exists between the 
Mexican officera at Paso De! Norte, Mexica, and 
the rangers in El] Paso, Texas. When the 
repgers know that the man they want isin the 
neighborhood of the Mexican town, they go 
over and inform the chief of police that they 
wantsuchaman. The Mexican police arrest 
bim on some trivial charge or no charge at all, 
They bring the prisoner to the middle of the 
street car bridge, where an imaginary line 
divides the United States from Mexico, The 
Texes officers meet them half way. The Mex- 
icans give the unfortunate wretch a shove that 
serds him over the i line, and he 
finds himself a prisoner under the laws of 
Texas.. Of course whenever the Mexicin 
officials require a rimilar favor, the rangers are 
oDly too glad and willing to extend it, Aad 
to extradition goes merrily on without troa*- 
ling oy state department to any considerab‘e 
exten 

This extraordinary force of soldier-sheriffs is 
distinctly remarkable for the absolute loyalty 
the members bear each other.

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DARING DICK GLASS. | 28722

Daas, Tex., May 24.—In conversation with 
a cattleman from the Cherokee nation, he re- 
lated some facts in regard to old Dick Glass, 
the notorious negro desperado of that country, 
which I thought would be of interes: to some 
of your readers. 

Dick Glass was raised in the Cherokee coun- 
try and owned by a full-blooded Indian of the 
same name, 

He was very black, tall, slender and sinewy: 
straight as an Indian, mercurial and cat-like in 
his movements, with a piercing, restless black 
eye, and a savage, fear-inspiring countenanc> 
and his appearance was characteristic, for he 
was more to be dreaded than any uncaged 
beast of prey. - 

His notoriety dates back as far as the year 
1562, when he ran off to the federal army and 
joined 2 company of Indian negroes stationed 
at Old Fort Gibson, Indian territory. 

Being of a roving, restless disposition, like 
the Indian character, he was at home in the 
territory and knew every hill, valley and trail 
of that wild and wonderfal country. 

He acted as pilot and scout for the federals, 
and killed a great many men—not even spar- 
ing prisoners; robbed and burned houses of 
helpless women and children, leaving them 
destitute of everything. 

He was an expert with any kind of weapon, 
from a bow and arrow to a revolver. 

It is said that he could shoot an object the 
size of a pint cup and never miss it, and could 
shoot so rapidly as to make almost a condtant 
stream of fire. 

After the close of the war he formed a band 
of robbers composed of negroes, whose depreda 
tions evinced a degree of desperate daring un- 
psralleled in the annals-of crime. 

From that time until 1385, the year he was 
killed, he led the life of an {shmaelite—his 
hand was against every man. Large rewards 
were at different times offered for him by the 
United States and Indian authorities, in con- 
sequence of murders, thefis and other crimes 
which he was constantly committing. 

He hada reckless way of sending word to 
men that he meant to kill them on sight, con- 
sequently they went armed and were always 
on the lookout for him, frequently making the 
attack, and he was often wounded and several 
times captured, and once left for dead, bat 
always made his escape. There seemed to be a 
charm, as it were, eyer about him to protect 
his life. 

His rendezyous was in those ugly dense 
swamps between the Verdigris and Arkansas 
rivcrs—the fork where the Verdigris empties 
into the Arkansas—a long narrow strip somo 
four or five miles wide; a white man could not 
and an Indian would not live there. It has 
never been iohabited except to be used asa 
den for negroes of the very worst possible 
class, who live altogether by stealing. They 
have several times robbed the Missourj, Kan- 
saz and Texas freight cars while passing be- 
tween the two rivers. 

When the train would stop for water at the 
Verdigris river they would jump on board, 
prize open a car and pitch the contents out on 


the side of the track while the train wasin — 


motion, and as it slacked up to cross the Arkan- 

sas,bridge, they would jump off and escape. 
fome of them were caught and carried to 

Fort Smith for trial. (Theirrendezvousis now

wood, walnut and elm, reaching far out over 
the water; the undergrowth is thickly matted 
with cane, bamboo, etc., and there are only a 
very few places that can ba forded, and they 
are frcmmten to fifteen miles apart. There 
were only two crossings from the Cherokee 
side to get into old Dick’s rendezvous, 

His principal trading points were Gibson 
Station and Muscogee. Once while at Gibson 
Station a licensed trader name Burton had 
bought a cow hideand left it hanging out at 
nightto dry. Next morning it was gone, and 
upon inquiry he found that a neighbor mer- 
chant hid bought it from Dick Glass. The 
pews somehow was conveyed to Dick that Bur- 
ton had caught up with him. andon the fol- 
lowirg night, a little after dark Dick crept 
cautiously up to Burton’s store, pushed the 
door a few inches ajar, took deliberate aim and 
shot Burton through the heart, killing him 
instantly. 
marshals made several efforts to catch him, and 
in each attempt Dick either killed or woundeil 
seveial of them, and made good his escape. 


They killed several of his band, which he | 


always had about him, and after he was pur- 
sued so closely and chased around a while, he 
left there and went into the Seminole couatry, 
and concealed himselfinthe swamps of the 
Canadisn and Wsachita rivers. 
country he stole fifteen or twenty head of 
borees and run them over into Kansas and sold 
them; then stole some fine Kansas horses and 
returned to his old hiding ground in the 
swamps between the Verdigris and Arkansas 
rivers. : 

He had been away so long people supposed 
him dead, and he considered himself safe, 
thovgb, as was his custom, he was on the 
watch. Parties from Kansas had followed 
him closely. They were strangers, of course, 
and knew nothing of the ins and outsof these 
swamps and death traps, and got some 
Cherokees to go with them, The Cherokeel 
were familiar with the river crossings, and al 
the trails that led into the swamps, and wero 
willing and anxious to pilot and assist them in 
any way they could tocepture the outlaws. 


That night they caught two of the gang, and | 


left them hanging to the first convenient limb. 


This aroused old Dick from his lair, as it |

were, and he whistled up his reinforcements, 
and pext morning came thirteen strong across 
the river on the Cherckee side, Knowing that 
no one ¢xcept the Cherokees knew of their 
whereabouts, or were familiar with the situa- 
tion of their rendezvous, they swore vengeance 
ageinst the first Cherokee they might set eyes 
npon. 

Two young half breeds, William Cobb and 
Alex Cowan, hadafew days be/ore retarned 
from college, and that morning gone out for 
an airing on the | peeapen near their own homes, 

All unaware of the approach of the outlaws, 
or any kind of danger, they were riding quiet- 
ly along the high way that leads toward the 
Verdigris. It wasa lovely June morning, and 
their manly young hearts were buoyant with 
bright hopes for the fature; they were exhilir- 
ated with the fresh breezes wafted from the 
wild flowers across the beautifal prairie, and 
engaged in light, cheerful conversation, when 
sucdenly as they neared the verge of 2 small 
—_ they were fired upon by Dick Glass’s 

axd. 


The young men, although surprised, wera

fully wounded,but they succeeded in driving the 
desperadoes back a hundred or more yards and 

de their escape in the direction of a neigh- 
bor’s house, which they reached completely 
riddled with bullets, Cobb dying in a few min- 
utes after entering the house, 

The gang after following the young men 
almost tothe house, shooting as they went, 
retreated and picked up Glass, who was badly 
wounded, but not by aby means dead, 

_As young Cobb lay dying he looked up into 
his companion’s face, with a smile, and said: 
“Well, Cowan, good friend, they’ve killed me 
—I am dying—but there’s a consolation in 
knowing that i killed Dick Glass, I know he 
is dead; I stepped over his Lead after I killed 
him; he will never trouble our people any 
more.” He died believing that had he lived he 
would have received the reward offered for 
Dick Glass’ body—though he mueh preferred 
the approbation of his countrymen to any 
other compensation, 

Young Cowan was thought to have been 
mortally wounded, but after a painfal and pro- 
tracted illness, recovered.

From that | 


Adair and Ross and Chief Bashy Head and 
other le g Cherokees they would have 
the river into the Greek Nation, scour- 
ed the country and killed indiscriminatoly 
every suspicious looking party they met. The 
Creek chief and othor prominent Creeks, 
promised to deliver to the Cherokee anthori- 
ties Dick Glass’s entire band if they would 
keep the Cherokees from invading their coun- 
try. With this understanding the men dis- 
banded and returned to their respective homes. 
O!d Dick Glass had been lefs for dead, but in 
the course of a month or so if was learned that 
he was not dead, and that he had gone back 
into the Seminole country. 

For a yesr or so he kept pretty quiet and 
but little was heard of him; then he seemed 
to take a new leace on life, and start out afresh 
in his old role—killing and s . Ié was 
about this time that the notorious Jim John- 
son joined him. Johnson was a mulatto, He 
had killed a negro in eastern Texas, then kill- 
ed the sheriff and deputy sheriff who tried to 
arrest him, and fied to the Ohocktaw country, 
ee there killed two negroes at a negro 

rolic. 

Various attempts were made by the United 
Statesmarshals to capture him, but he evaded 
them all and joined Dick Glass, 

The band of free booters, augmented by the 
bold and daring spirit of Jim Johnson, a co: 
equal in crime with its leader, Dick (lass, led 
a wilderand more reckless career than ever, in 
their forays and levies upon the terrorized 
people of the Indian nation. Their depreda- 
tiorxs agsumed the proportionsofa war-like 
raid, as they marched nd and defiantly 
across the undulating hills and wide sweeping 
prairies of this beautiful country, and plander- 
ed and robbed by the wholesale, driving into 
Kansas large herds of cattle and droves of 
horses. 

Well is Dick G'ass remembered by many 
of the cattle men and cow boys of Texas and 
the territories, 

He has been known to almost entirely dis- 
mount whole outfits of cattlemen while in 
transit from their ranges to the shipping points 
in Kaneas. 

On one of these expeditions he was captured 
by a sheriff in Winfield, Kansas, 

He was sitting in a barber’s chair being 
shaved, and thought himself entirely safe, 
when the sheriff approached, and, to use a cat- 
tleman’s expression, “got the drop on him,”’ 
handcuffed him, and started on his way to de- 
liver him over to the Cherokee authorities, a 
considerable reward having been offered for 
him for the killing of young Cobb. 

Next day the sheriff retarned anf reported 
that Glass had broke away from him; but it 
was confidently believed from subsequent cir- 
cumstances that he bribed the sheritf’ with a 
sum exceeding the amount of the reward, and 
the sheriff turned him loose. . 

Each escape sesmed to strengthen his cour- 
sge and sharpen his wits. Once after that, when 
asleep ina baystack near a small stream, a 
squad of men slipped up near and concealed 
themselves in the thick under-brush along the 
stream, and waited till daylight to attack him. 

Dick and his comrades returned the fire, 
killed one man and wounded all the others, 
mounted their best horses and left their plun- 
der and a few ponies, of which the men took 
porsession, 

These are only a fow incidents where unsne- 
cessful attempts were made to capture or kill 
Dick Glass. 

Next to the last act before he was killed, 
was to fell a lot of stolen horses to the notori- 
ous Lee brothers. (These brothers have all 
since been killed. ) 

The last act was taking five stolen horses, in 
company with Jim Johnson and two other 
desperate characters (names unknown) to Dan- 


{ bison, Texas, 


Jim Johnson and the two other parties crossed 


sunset, and Glass knowing that he would be 
discovered by the police at Denison, waited 
until after dark, and crossed the railroad bridge 
and went up town on foot. He sneaked aroand 
town all night, sold the horses for whisky 
which they loaded into a two-horse wagon, re- 
turned and crossed the river before daylight, 
and started toward their camp on the Canadian 
river, When they reached Colbert station, 
three miles north of Red river, in the Indiana 
territory, a party there recognized old Dick 
Glass, and telegraphed to Muscogee for Captain 
Six Killer, of the Indian police, and he came 
down on the next train, reaching Colbert 


| about 1 o’clock p. m. of the same day. 
He soon mustered and mcunted a squad of | 


four brave Cherokees—Salouyah  Catoose, 


| (Thicket on the mountain), Tikoneeskee, Au- 
| gunna and Chelukee— with himself made five, 


and started in pursuit of him. 
A cattle man who was in the neighborhood 
with a large drove of cattle, iu transit to the 


northern part of the territory, hada crew of | 
bands which were all negroes. He picked from | 


them a young black fellow whom he could 


trust, and sent him with the captain’s party to 
| act as spy. 


They felt their way cautiously along in the 
wake of the marauders, keeping the little 
negro in advance until near nightfall. 
They met some men in a 
wagon who informed them _ that 
the party deecribed, was camping on a 
stream, about two miles ahead. They in- 
structed the little negro to keep on the road, 
pass in an unconcerned manner by the camp, 
thoroughly locate the situation and surround: 
ings, and rideonuxrtil he came to the first 
house, a little store on the prairie, six miles 
beyond, and wait there until the captain’s 
party would arrive—which he did,. The Cher- 


| okees flanked the camp, and found the boy at 
| the store, with all of the necessary informa- 


tion, . They talked over the matter, and know- 
ing that Old Dick was always on the qui vive, 
decided not to attack him at night, so post- 
poned it until morning. 

They ascertained from the storekeeper that 
the best place to attack him would be a small 
stream about four hundred yards beyond the 


to screen them from tight. They went tothis 
place, hid their horses near by and left the lit- 
tle negro in charge of them, with instructions 
that in case any of the gang should attempt to 
escape, they would immediately call him, and 
he must come as rapidly as possible. 

Their plan wasto wait here until old Dick’s 
wagon would pass, and attack him from the

_ them, and they cut down brushes, stuck them 
_ in the ground and made a thick screen behind 
| which they secreted themselves--two on one , 


side and three on the other of the road--with 
the understanding that when the wagon reach- 
ed a certain point between them, Captain Six 
Killer was to order them to surrender. 

They took position and did not have long to 
wait until they heard the rattling of the wagon 


in the distance, It stopped at the store; then 
_ they distinctly heard them bursting open boxes 


and barrels, ransacking and tearing up things

Their excitement grew more and more in- 
tenre, 38 they saw the approach of the desper- 
adoes, Dick Glass, Jim Johnson, and one 
other of the party, walked side by side behind 
the wegon, the other man was seated. in the 
wagon driving. 

A few minutes nowand the matter would 
be decided; it was an anxious moment. They 
were about to attack a man who 
for twenty -three years had been 
an outlaw and a fugitive from justics, whom 
all efforts to capture or killhad proved of no 
avail and whose body seemed invulnerable to 
the bullets of hundreds of unerring marksmen 
—a brigsnd and band who neither expected or 
gave quarter, and a hand-to-hand encountor 
with whom meant death to him or them; an 
outlaw famed as ‘‘a Cead: hot,” who in every 
conflict in the past had killed or wounded his 
would-be captors or foes; But they were well 

pared to make the attack. They meant to 
order him to surrender and not kil) him unlees 
he refused todo so; but felt thatin killing him 
they would be doing their country « good

In an- 
other second and he would have killed Captain 
Six Killer, but at this juncture one of the men 
on the o te side of the road, seeing the sit- 
uation, instantly shot him in the breast. His 
pistol fell from his hand, he reeled and fell 
upon his back. Then the Cherokees all :fired, 
and Jim Johnson was immediately killed, ant 
the negro in the wagon wounded; 
the other man ran like an 
antelope amid a volume of smoke and volleys 
of bullets. The little negro was immediately 
ppon the ecene and eager for the chase, Mount- 
ed upon a swift Texas pony hestarted out after 
him, shooting as he went. The Cherokees said 
it was amusing to watch the boy; every time 
he would shoot. his pony would turn and run 
in an opposite direction; the darky not at all 


shoot again with the same result. He finally 
ran the man into a thicket, and with an empty 
revolver held him at bay until the Cherokees 
came and took him a prisoner —unhurt. 

The prisoners and the dead were then 
placedin the wagon and taken to Colbert, 
where they were identified by numbers of per- 
sons: large rewards having been offered for 
them, both in Texas and Indian territory. 

Thus ended the career of the notorious dar- 
ing Dick Glass.

Pittsevre, May 23.—Latest reperts from 
the scene of the accident at Horseshoe bend, 
on the Pennsylvania railroad, last night, state 
that eight were killed and sixiojared. Four 
were killed outright, and others have since 
died. The ill-fated train arrived at the union 
depot at 4:30 o'clock this morning, with some 
00 pasrengers aboard, 

For four long hours a group of anxious mor- 
tals paced up and down the passageways, lin- 
gering impatiently and in awful suspense as to 
the fate of their friends who had taken pas- 
tage on the fast line and were expecied to ar- 
rivein the city aé 11:15 last night. Many 
were the inquiries of depot officials regarding 
the nature of the terrible accident, of which 


aj) had heard, but they could not, or would not, 


give particulars. 

{ \Every minute secmed an hour to the wait- 
ing crowd, Whena shrill whistle at last sig- 
naled the arrival of the wrecked train, all 
eyes were turned toward it. Almost the first 
perton to step from the train was Miss M7>- 
Mahon, a school teacher in Florida, who was 
on her way home, in Beaver Falls, in this 
state. Miss McMahon furnished an account of 
the awful catastrophe which overtook the fast 
line train. Thestory is best told in her own 
words, as follows: 

“T was sitting about the middle of the second 
ceach from the engine. The train was running 
at a high rate of speed when the accident. hap- 
pened. Theshock was terrific. I was thrown 
violently against the seat in front of me. The 
train stopped suddenly. Ina minute all was 
confusion, and I was atalossto know what 
had happened. I soon heard shrieks from 
passen gers in the coach in rear of theone I was 
ip,andlatonce knew that something awful 
had happened. I raised a window and looked 
out. The sight frightened me. The entire 
sides of the two coaches immedia‘ely in rear 
of the one I wasin* were crushed in. I could 
see passengers climbing over coal cars lying on 
an adjoining track. The passengers who were 
not injured assisted in removing the killed 
and wounded. It was a sight thatI will never 
forget. Several women inthe car swooned 
away when they saw what had happened.” 

J. H. Peach, of Bellevue, Miffiin county, in 
this state, was a passenger on the third coach 
from the smoking car, and related a graphic 
account of the heartrending scenes which fol- 
lowed the death dealing crash. 

“T was sitting,’ he said, “about four seats to 
the rear of Dale Graham, when the trains c9l- 
lided. The entireside of the coach was crashed 
in and young Graham was literally buried be- 
neath the rnins. Buta moan escaped his lips 
aud he must have died instantly, for he was 
about the first victim we set about to recover. 
When extricated from the wreck his form was 
lifeless. The side of the car wascrushed down 
on topof him and this, with a large «quantity 
of coal from a freight car, had crushed out the 
young man’s life before any assistance could be 
rendered, I never want to witness sucha dis- 
tressing scene again. It makes my fiesh 
guiver when 1 think abgutit. The piercing 
shrieks of women, mingled with the agonizing 
cries of men, completely overpowers me, 
now, although when the sad calamity occurred 
I managed to keep possession of my senses, 
and aided in rescuing the victims to the best 
of my ability. We must have been running at 
the rate of about thirty miles an hour at the 
time thecoliision occurred, and the freight 
train, I should judge, was going about twelve 
miles an hour. 

‘ The freight was heavily loaded, and the ter- 
tible crash caused a panic amongthe passen- 
gers. Iam surprised that three times as many 
were not dashed into eternity.”

NATCHEZ, Miss., May 28.—About half-past 
6 o'clock this morning the boiler of the Natchez 
cotton factory exploded with terrific violence, 
entirely demolishing the engine room and 
pickery, which was above it, and bursting in 
the walls of the main Duilding, causing the 
reof to settle in the center of the building. 
The smoke stack was almost entirely demoal- 
ished and the large factory injured to the 
extent of many thousands of dollars. The 
mill hands go to work at 6 o’clock and most 
of them were in their places.

Seuthern Presbyterian Assembly on 
Sunday School Literature, 


St. Lovis, May 28 —The general assembly 
of the Southern Presbyterian church continued 
its session today. Dr. Baird presented the re- 
port of the Sunday schcol committee. The 
committee found that in many Sunday schools 
reprehensible Sliterature has supplanted the 
study of Lesson Bible Leaves. In some schools 
temperance publications were used and in 
others the books of Cook, of Chicago, which 
the report denounces as “yellow-covered nov- 
els.’ The committee recommended the use of 
Lesson Leavesin the Sunday school that are 
published by the publication committee. The 
commission appointed to try the appeal of Rev. 
D. P. Robinson from the synod of North Caro- 
lina, reported, sustaining the appsal. 

Rev. Mr. Robinson's wife socured a divorce 
from him on the ground of desertion. The 
court granting the decree ordered respondent 
to pay alimony, but he ignored the order, and 
was, by an ecclesiastical court, suspended until 
be purged himself of contempt of court. The 
ground upon appeal sustained was that the ec- 
clesiastical court had no right to decide the re- 
lations of a minister with the civil authorities. 
The synod of North Carolina presented a paper 
in defense of its decision, and the case received 
very fu)l discussion.

148 348; increase, $1,628,158. From oleomargarine, 
1857, $579,492; from banks and bankers, 1887 $4,288; 
from miscellaneous, 1586. $174,426; 1857, $215,590; 
increase, $41,365. The aggregate receipts for April, 
1S87, were $525,138 greater than during the same 
months of 1886, the increase being mainly on to-

A Horrible Discovery. 


CLascow, May 25.—A terrible explosion has 
occurred in the Udston coal pit, at Blantyre, a 
village in Lanarkshire, eight miles from this 
city. Forty-five miners who were imprisoned 
in the upper seamof the pit were rescued, buat 
one of them died after being brought to the 
surface. The others are suffering, however, 
from the effects of the shock and fire damp. 
Access to the lowest seam, where seventy men 
are confined, is found to be blocked by debris 
tumbled down by the explosion. It was in this 
seam that the explosion occurred, and it is not 
believed that any of the seventy imprizoned 
there can be rescued alive. It is even thought 
that they are dead now. There are sevanty 
others still imprisoned in the middie seam. 
Hopes are entertained of saving most of these 
Volunteers working for their rescue can hear 
them calling for help. Cries of ‘Come!’ 
“Help!” “Come quickly!” have been heard fre- 
quently. 

The Udston pit is situated in the most fiery 
of the coal district of Scotland. As soon as the 
fact of the explcsion became known miaers 
frem all neighboring colleries hurried to the 
ecene to help in the work of rescue. 

Communication was opened this afternoon 
with the middle seam. A number of miners 
entombed therein were rescued alive, aithough 
much prestrated from fire damp. Five bodies 
were found in the seam. Tha lowest seam has 
been reached, but too late torecue any of the 
miners who were at work there. Not one of 
the unfortunate men was found alive Tae 
total number of lives lost by the explosion is 
believed to be seventy-five. 


STRUGGLE AGAINS£ COERCION. 


New Tactics to be Observed on the Part of 
the Opposition, 


Lonpon, May 28—[Special.}|—I mmediately 
cn the reassembling of parliament ‘the Parnel- 
lites will direct the attention of the housa to a 
pareage in a Dublin newspaper called “Union,” 
which incites its readers to the murder of Mr, 
O Brien. 

It is asserted that one of the Ulster mem- 
bers cabled a passage toa leading Orangeman 
of Toronto, thus expres*ly inciting the murder- 
ous attacks on Mr, O’Brien, which were 
made in Canada. The Parneliites will demand 
that the governmens shall trace the cable dis- 
patch to the sender and thoroughly investigate 
the matter. Before parliament resumes its 
regvlar sittings after the Waitsuo holidays, 
the Giadstonians and Parnellites will have 
agreed upon a definite course of action against 
the coercion bill. Hitherto the opposition to 
this measure has been conducted irregularly 
and without any real concert of in- 
tenticn, so that up to this date nothing 
has been accomplished beyond merely 
delaying the adoption of successive clauses by 
the persistent offering of new amendments. 
The behavior of opposition combination has 
been altogether iconoclastic thus far. Indeed, 
the ebeence of any settled plan has led to much 
confusion and waste of energies of the anti- 
coercion party in their attacks on the crimes 
bill. Now, however, an exchange of 
views between the leaders of the 
two sections is leading to a scheme 
of uniform tactics, which, it is expected, will 
enable the opposition to do more effective 
work and to place themselves in a more favor- 
able light before the public. Mr. Gladstone, 
“ir Wiliam Vernon Harcourt Zand Mr. Morley 
will endeavor to concentrate the opposition 
upon the most obnoxious fproposals contained 
in tbe government measure, especially the 
change of venue clause, and the clause el pow- 
«ring the viceroy to proclaim illegal associa- 
tionsat will. If the government consents to 
withdraw the proposal for a change of venue 
and substitute for this a proposition for trial by 
& commission of judges, this substitute clause 
will be resisted by the opposition with equal 
vigor asthe previous suggestion. The (Glad- 
stonians and Parnellites; will insist on the per- 
fectly equal and just treatment of accused 
hishmen without political prejudice. With 
regaid to illegal associations, the government 
will be asked to limit the scope of its measures 
of suppression and to sodefine the clause re- 
latir g tothem as to the prevent the Irish ex- 
ecutive from suppressing, at will, every as3>- 
Ciation in Ireland that may have the remotest 
political interest or may be considered an an- 
neyance at the castle. 

The liberal leaders are not willing to waste 
time on minor amendments, particularly as 
that course may give some color of expedieucy 
to the co-operative application of the cl sture, 
and their obtaining the assent of Parnellites to 
maneuvers of mere obstruction to the bill, and 
to devote their energies to genuine legislation 

In this way it is likely that much more 
rapki progress will be made and a great deal 
more accomplished in less time than a con- 
tinuance of mere obstruction would occupy. It

Foreigners, or offspring of for- 
eigners, must, after this week, sell their landed 
property to Russians and clear out of Rassian 
territory. They cannot bequeath or surrender 
their property to other than Russians. A sim- 
ilar meastre is intended to apply to the proper- 
ty or business interests of aliens in town or 
country. 

While Russia is thus driving out German 
traders and excluding German iron and steel, 
the czar’s financial minister appeals to Gorman 
bank érs for assistance. Popular feeling is likely 
to put a decisive check on the employment of 
Ge:man money in Rassia unless tariff and 
trading hostilities are abated.

Denominational Unity. 

The long and spirited discussion in the 
Southern Presbyterian assembly on the sub- 
ject of union with the Northern Presbyter- 
ian church bas resulted in a compromise. 

The committee which had the subject in 
charge submitted two reports. The major~ 
ity favored union and co-operation, while 
the minority made a siubborn stand for the 
independence of the two branches of the 
same church, Yesterday the assembly 
adopted a resolution which was offered by 
Dr. Hoge as a substitute for both reports. 
This provided for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to confer with a committee from the 
Northern Presbyterian assembly to ascertain 
the sentiment of the northern churcf as to 
ecclesiastical boards, colored churches and 
some other questions ef minor importance, 
This sction will leave the two church organ- 
izations just where they are for some time 
tocome. The rupture of the Presbyterian 
church in the United States did not occar 
until the beginning of the war, nearly 
fourteen years after the Methodist church 
split. When the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church of the United States in 
1861, at Philadelphia, declared strongly in 
favor of the union of the states the southern 
members withdrew. In December of 1861, 
at A ogusta, Ga , the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church of the copiederate states 
was organized. In 1866 negotiations for a 
union of the old and new school Presbyter- 
iaps in the seuth were begun and the union 
was accomplished in 1871. 

About this time resolutions were passed 
by the northera assembly proposing the 
establi:hment of fraternal relations with the 
southern church. This tender was rejected 
by the southern church authorities on the 
ground that its acceptance wonld be a sur- 
render Of the principles which the southera 
church asrerted when it seceded: 

In 187% the northern «ssembly adopted a 
payer giving formal expression on the sub- 
ject of its relations with the southern charch.

Have The Socialists Captured Us”? 

Under the caption of ‘‘The Day After 
Tomorrow,’’ Mr. Robert Louis Stevenson 
addresses a few words of warning to the 
readers of the Contemporary Review and 
the rest of civilized mankind. 

Mr. Stevenson takes the position that we 
are all becoming socialists without Knowing 
it, and that the revolution will be accom- 
plished before we realize what is going on. 

Men eeem to despair of being able to be- 
have themselves, and they have dumped the 
entire responsibility for their morals and 
everything else upon the law-making powers, 
Instead of being governed less we are mak- 
ing our government paternal and philan- 
thropic. We no longer trust our cons- 
ciences. Weelectaset of men and say: 
“Be ye our conscience; make laws so wise, 
and continue from year to year to adminis- 
ter them £0 wisely, that they shall save us 
from ourselves, and make us righteous and 
happy, world without end !”’ 

This is the drift of things in England, and 
Mr. Stevenson seesit in Americaalso. This 
enlargement of the powers of government 
increases the number of officials; it creates 
swarms of inspectors, and a man cannot ed- 
ucate his children, manufacture, sell or bay 
food and drink and fertilizers, run a rail- 
read, employ workmep, or do numberless 
other things without feeling the iron hand 
of the government. 

There evils are already upon us. How 
willit be dsy®after temorrow? Mr. Ste- 
venson answers the question. He says the 
result will be the servitude of the masses to 
nomerous gangs of jacks in office. Discon— 
tent will follow. Oar local self-government 
system will bring localities and districts into 
sharp and angry rivalry. In England ‘‘Dor- 
chester will march on Poole, Sherborne on 
Dorchester, Wimborne on both; the wagons 
will be fired on as they follow the highway: 
the trains wrecked on the lines; the plow- 
man will go armed in the field of tillage,” 


In America the same state of affairs will 


exist. 

Why do we not see what is going on? 
Because, as Mr. Stevenson puts it: ‘‘The 
obrcurest epoch is teday; and'that for a thon- 
sand reasons of inchoatic tendency, conflict- 
ing report, and sheer mass and multiplicity 
of experience; but chiefly, perhaps, by rea- 
son of an insidious shifting of laadmarks,’’

The High School Proposition 


That the proposition to sell the city’s gas | 
stock, and devote the proceeds towari the | 


erection of new high school buildings, is tue 


right thing to do, is evideneed by the favor 


with which it has been received. 

The time bas come for this crowning work 
in the educational system of Atlanta. I-very 
ward in the city is now provided with its 
grammar school, The contract for a new 
grammar school in the first ward has been 
given out; and an addition of four grades 
will be made to Summer Hill school. In 
all there will he twelve grades added to the 
grammar schools next September, furnishing 
accommodation for six hundred new pupils. 
For the next five years the surplus voted to 
the board of education in the regalar appro- 
priations will be required to build the new 
grammar schools which will be required by 
the increase of population. It will thus be 
seen that it is only through a special appro- 
priation that the necesssary funds can be 
obtained. 

The high schoo] buildings shonld be orna- 
ments to the city. The sum asked for— 
twenty five thousand dollars—is, if any- 
thing, toosmall. It is to be hoped that the 
city council will fulfill the evident desire of 
the people by voting the money needed. 


A Tax on Eggs. 

It has been reserved fora Russian minister 
of france to put into execation the most 
novel tax scheme of modern times. 

The system provides that every hen’s egg 
shall be taxed a third of a penny, but only 
the first twenty eggs laid by each hen dur- 
ipg a season are liable to taxation. 

As there are 100,000,000 hens in Russia, it 
is estimated that the new tax will add 
5,000,000 rubles to the revenue. The ques- 
tion of taxing the eggs of turkeys and ducks 
is now bothering the minister and it will pro- 
bably be ordered. 

Perhaps Russia is the only country in the 
world that would submit to the collection of 
euch a tax. Ofcourse, a host of inspectors 
will be required. Swarms of detectives will 
be employed, and neighbors will be encour- 
The strange part 
of this Russian scheme is that it is claimed 
by the government to be for the encourage- 
ment of the poultry interest. Our Ameri- 
can farmers would not view it in that light, 
and before they would submit to sach a law 
they would rebel against the government 
from Maine to Texas. Their loyalty, how- 
éver, is not likely to be so severely tested.

This was in Ocia- 
ber, 1886. For four long years they had suffered 
the undescribed tortures of the rainy season, yet 
they bore them without a word of complaint, hop- 
ing tostrike it rich and return to this city with 
wealth. On October 2! Mrs. Thorburo, her hu:- 
band, six slaves, and several pack mules started 
vp the river Mosquito. § 
IN SEARCH OF RUBBER. 
They camped at night om the river bank, and 
tramped on foot during the day. After they had 
teen cut two Gays the rainy season set in, and for 
the first time Thorburn was stricken down with 
thetever. The next day they packed up and 
started back forSan Ramone. They had been on 
ihe way buta few hours, when the mutes sank to.

At Jacebs’s Third Avenue theater this week 
enthusiastic avdiences are wilnessing the woader- 
fully realistic acting of astock company of dra- 
matic Cogs in the thrilling play entiicl “Without 
a Tiome,”’ 
of thrill. It contains two fires, a bank robbery, 
two murécers, an abduction, a contest with papier- 
mache wolves, and other crimestoo tedious 4o 
envmernie. The dogs are supported by two goats 
and an otherwise strong coinpany. 

The comedian of the piece 1s a low-browed. self 

made dog in the full (lush and vigor of middle life. 
He is a white, firm dog, witha biz brindle spot 
that covers one side of bis face andgives him a 
sinister expression, especially whentne face is 
lighied up by a roguish smilie. Taisdog takes the 
part ofa Nemesis. He also takes different pants of 
other peovle during the play, amoug the rest the 
rear breadths of the tecond-assistant villsin. 
Most of the actors wear a woven wire bustle for 
this coz to bite into during the evening. Itis 
fornd to be cheaper aul more desirable in the 
end. 

A large brown Gog _with ¢ 
the principal serious character in the cast, and 
does it with a yuiet grace that endears him toall. 
When it is discovered that he does not sing a typl- 
cal song during the entire eveniug, evervbo'y feels 
like giving him a gold-headed cane, He ais 
frains trom all make-up and stage deception 
deep chest tones and open, ingenious face h 
won mapy friends. 

In one part of the play, where % young woman 
is being kidcapped agaiust the’promptings of her 
better judgment, this large auburn dog comesin 
and frustrates the consummation of the kidnap. 
All through the play one of the villains is liable at 
any time to contribute a portion of himself to one 
of these dramatic dogf, and it gives to the audi- 
ence the keenest sense of p!easure. 

While the large brown dog, perhaps, overplays 
and underdresses his pari, he has won many 
friends and the indorsement of the press wherever 
he has gone, Next week he will assume the difti- 
enlt role of bloodhound in the ‘‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin’ company atthe same place. Mauy people 
will goto see if he can sustain that Character as 
well as the one he has recentiy played. 

There is also in the cast of “Withont a Home’ 
a Jarge Cabbied bulldog, who comes in wearing an 
air of intense melancholy anda Piccadilly collar, 
He does not say mnch, but places his gumsoa ex- 
hibition and reveals aset of bright-red tonsils to 
those whe admire the good, the true aud the beau- 
tifol 

I would like to see this dog play Ophelia. With 
his woudertully realistic style of madness he could 
make agreat hit. Theidea of presenting Ophelia 
uncer the infivence of hydrophobia, witha little 
by play in which she bites Hamlet inthe calf of 
the leg, is entirely original with me, 

But ihe medium-size white bulldog with the 
brindle bandage over his eye, is really the Star. 
When he seizes Dudley Slote by the brow of his 
ircusers and gnaws him all around the stage his 
wlole attitude is oneof intense passion, even to 
the five hunéred tremulous vibrations of his deii- 
cately-molded tail. 

It is said that when he first began ito act on the 
stage this dog wasa little inclined to raut and 
chaw up the scenery, but now his conceptioa aad 
interpretation ofthe part are most artistic aud 
skillful. Nature has also done muh fur hiin. 
With a fine physique and adeep, mellow voice, yet 
apparently unconscious of tbe tact that he has 
been cursed withthe fatal gift of beauty, he sam- 
ples Mr. Slote, protects the bank against te Over 
drafts of a man who comes tuyere afier office hours 
to negotiate a Joan, and prevents a Clear case of 
kidnap, contrary to the wishes of the gentiemin 
who is acting as kidnapper, as well as those of the 
young woman who has dressed up and gotall 
ready to be kidnapped, and who seems to be bit- 
terly disappointed when the fiend in human form 
ras to go away and leave, woile kind hands ganatly 
remove from the jaws of the dog what looks like 
aclew that belopged to the kidmapper. Itisa 
large strawberry mark end a fragment of Wam- 
sunita muslin with initials on it. 

The large bay dog has a fine stage presence, but 
cannot bear the drudgery of rehearsals, He is in- 
clined, therefore, to be indolent and to gag his pari 
alitie ali the way tarough. He is young, how- 
ever, and with more industry the future is fui of 
promise forbim. He is about the size of a two- 
year-old steer, and has a beautiful neck and shoul 
dens, He wore a very decolfete collar of some rich 
materia], and his tail was done upin a beautiful 
Grecian cofl at the end of his back, in such a way 
as to heizhten the effect of his symmetrical form, 

“Without a Home” has just enough crime in it 
to make it thoroughly true to the age in which we 
‘five. People do not like too much crimeina 
play. A few judicious murders sprinkled in here 
and there, showing different styles of taking hu- 
man life, are heartily enjoyed, but to disembowel 
aman in every act, with the footlights turned up 
to their full height, is neither gocd for those who 
witness it nor for those who are disemboweled, 

The dramatic dogs will give their own special 
version of ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin” all next week, 
with frequent matinees,so that an opportunity 
will be afforded to those who have never before 
had an opportunity of witnessing this great play, 
which bas already proved sich a hit elsewhere, 
to come and see little Eva go up the flume. 

In “Without a Home,’’ which will continue this 
week, at the close of the first act, where Mr. Slote 
and the white dog are thrown in contact, Mr. 
Slote desires to state that in responding to an en- 
core tach time the delay is unavoidable, as he has 
to make rome changesin his dress, which is nat 
urally a little disheveled. Those who have never 
pulled a heavy dog over a barbed-wire fence do 
not seem to fully understand this, BILL NYE.

Caught Under One of the Cars. 


Willie Young, aged ten years, son of Mr. 
Robert Young,once a member of the general 
council from the third ward, had an arm 
crushed «ff and was otherwise injured bya 
freight train at the Leyd street crossing yester- 
day afternoon. 

The child’s escape from an instant and horri- 
ble death was a miracle. 

About 4 o’clock the Western and Aitlantic 
switch engine, ‘Sam Weller,” rolled up one of 
the three tracks on the north side of the union 
parsepger depot. Rube Pearson, one of the 


most reliable engineers wit: the company, was | 
on the engine, together with Mr. George | 


Rodgers, the yard conductor. On the north 
side of the depot are three tracks, all of which 
join some distance east of Loyd street. 
Upon the last or south track were 
three box cars, and the engine’s mission 
was to dispose of these. Engineer Pearson 
moved “Sam Weller” along over the track — 
the one next the depot—across the street, un- 
til he had passed the switch, Then Conductor 
Rodger: sprang off and watched the engine 
move backward until it was coupled to the 
three cars, when he motioned the engineer 
forward. As the engine and cars crossed the 
stree; they obstructed pedestrians, but the 
obstruction did not Jastlong. After reaching 
the switch the engineer reversed his engine 
and pushed the cars back upon the middle 
track until the street had been crossed again, 
when the rear car was cut loose and left 
stsnding upon the track, The other two cars 
were intended for the last track, or the one 
upon which the switch-epgine crew 
had found them, and in order to 
reach it the engiueer had to pull ont and cross 
the street agein. Asthe engine reached the 
street & small boy was inthe act of crossing 
but stepped back and watched the engine and 
twocais goby. The train moved on until is 
reached the switch again when it was thrown 
onthe south side track. The grade is sufii- 
cient at that point to carry a car along when 
sturted and alter Engineer Pearson had pushed 
the two a ehort distance his fireman cat the 
engine loose and the twocars rolled on. During 
aj) this time the boy who had stepped from in 
front of the engine before stood, still watch- 
ing the work. . Just before the two loose cars 
reached him, however, he _ started to 
cross the track and had nearly cleared 
it when the rear car struck him with gaflicient 
ferce to knock him down. In failing the boy 
hed presence of mind enough to try and throw 
himeelf clear of the track. In this, however, 
he failed, and in a secontl he was being rolled 
down the track over and over in front of tho 
car in danger every second of being crushed to 
death. 

Only a few pergons were near the crossing at 
the time, and nearly eyery one of them was 
watching the engine as it moved along the 
track. For this resson the boy's perilous posi- 
tion was not detected until one of the number, 
Mr George Hollingsworth, happened to look 
around. The sight which met his gaze almost 
ficze the blood in his viens, but with a bound 
be sprang forward, exclaiming: 

“My God! Look! There is a boy under 
that car!” 

The exclamation attracted the attention of 
the crowd, several of whom started towards 
the child justas Mr. Hollingsworth pulled him 
from under the car wheels. As Mr. Hollings- 
worth raised the boy in his arms one leg and 
the right arm dropped. Blood began stream: 
ing from the arm and believing that the bay 
was dying Mr. Holiingsworth laid him upon 
the platfurm in rear of Jack’ seracker factory. A 
glance showed that the child’s arm had been 
crushed off, and a dozen persons. started har- 
riedly for physicians. Dr. D. H. Howell re- 
sponded and at once discovered that the child’s 
injuries were dangerous. No ope present knew 
the boy and the doctor sent for a hack to ra. 
move him to bis office. As the boy was lifted 
into the hack he said: 

“Send for mama, pleare.”’ 

“What is your name?” asked Dr.f Howell. 

“Willie Young,” answered the child, 

Just then Patrelman McCullongh reached 
the spot and recognized the boy asthe son of 
Mr. Robert Young. He quickly started a mes- 
senger for Mrs. Young and then bagan inveati- 
gating the accident. 

The child was driven to Drs. Westmoreland, 
Howell & Westmoreland’s office, where his in- 
juries were examined. The doctors found the 
right arm badly crushed from the wrist to the 
elbow, and decided that amputation was abso- 
lutely necessary. Anesthetics were given and 
the i: mb was taken off about half way between 
the elbow and shoulder. Before’ the 
smputation was. begun Mrs. Young 
reached the physicians’ office and 
her distress was terrible. The operation was 
quickly accomplished, and late in the night 
the boy was removed to his home, corner Fair 
and Kelly streets. In addition to the crushed 
arm the child was badly hurt in the left leg, 
but the physicians feel certain that he will re- 
cover,

WAS SHE POISONED? 


A Negro Woman Dies Suddenly, and Indica- 
tions of Poison Detected. 


Eliza Williams, an old negro woman, was 


| found dead at her home on Rawson st near 


Frazier, yesterday morning about halt-past five 
o'clock. Her death was extremely sudden, 
and there are strong indications that she was 


poisoned. 

The old woman had been a honse ser vant of 
Mrs. Sam W. Small for years, 

Fri¢ay the old woman discharged her duties 
with her usual fidelity, and at the usual hour 
thatevening left Mrs Small for her home on 
Rawson ttreet. She was then apparently as 
well as ever, and her return the next morning 
was not unexpected. The house in which the 
woman lived isa one-story twe-room structure. 
One room was occupied by her,and the other by 
some of her relatives: Of the woman but little 
is known after she left Mrs. Smalls. The peo- 
ple in the adjoining room say that she went to 
bed quite early, and that nothing was heard in 
the room until about half past three or four 
o’clock in the morning, when she appearad to 
be moving about. Later she was heard open- 
ing the door leading out upon asmall porch, 
and then everything became quiet. About 
half past five the occupants of the other room 
got out, and some one in leaving the house dis- 
covered the old woman lying motionless 
upon the front porch. At first it was 
thought that she was asleep, aud 
her rame was calied several times. 
The failure to secure a response caused 
an investigation, which disclosed the sadden 
death, Coroner Haynes was notified of the 
Geath and with Dr. “Robert Westmoreland 
vieited the piace. Dr. Westmoreland gave the 
body a careful investigation, and stated that 
he believed the woman had been poisoned. 

A jury of inquest wes impanelled, and sev- 
eral witnesses were examined. Tae testimony 
Was in accordan:e with this stor7, and an au- 
topsy was ordered. Dr. Westmoreland began 
the autopsy, and before going far detected un- 
mistakable signs of arsenic poison. He made 
this known to the jury and an analysis was 
o:idered, and the jury adjourned to meot 
Mondsy at noon, when the result of the analy- 
sis will be made known. 

Eliza Williams bad some little property, and 
recently has had some trouble with her rela- 
tives sbont it.

Prewmwinent Citizens Interviewsd on the Proposition 

to Bell the City Gas Stock,and to Appropriate 
the Proceeds for the Erection of High 
Schools—Enthusiastic Views, Etc, 


Yesterday a ConsTITUTION reporter talked 
with a number of prominent citizens concern: 
ing the resolution introduced in the board of 
education by Mr. P. J. Moran. That resolution 
asked the city council to sell $25,000 worth of 
the city’s gas stock and devote the proceeds to 
erecting high scdool buildings. 

Mr. H. T. Phillips said he was very heartily 
in favor of Mr. Moran’s resolution. 

Colonel Thomas P. Westmoreland said that 
he had not looked into the question witha 
view of deciding the advisability of Mr. Mo- 
ran’s proposition being adopted. He was 
strongly in favor of education, however, and 
would advocate any reasonable scheme look- 
ing tothe improvement of the school accom- 
modations. He was not prepared to say that 
selling the gas stock was the only way to raise 
the money. 

‘“Edpveation is preferable to gas,’ remarked 
Mr. Thomas Corrigan, the young lawyer, “and 
I am in favor of buildimg the proposed school 
house even if all the gas stock owned by the 
city has to be sold,” 

Dr. Cooper said: “I doubt the wisdom of dis- 
posing of this gas stock. Itisan excellent in- 
vestment for the city. Bat something should 
be done to increase the school facilities. I am 
told that the buildings are wholly inadequate 
to accommodate all the children. A duty rests 
upon the city to provide proper school accom- 
modations, and I heartily approve of any 
scheme which will accom olish this desirable 
end. Butitisadebatable question whether 
the city should sell its gas stock for this pur- 

ose.” 

Mr. John Falvey said: ‘“‘The school system 
of Atianta is the best in the country, and I am 
in favor of spending every dollar we cin spare 
in that direction. We need more grammar 
schools than we have, but I think we need two 
bigh s:hool buildings more. Yes, I am for 
selling the gas stock and spending the money 
for bigh school buildings.” 

Hon. Albert Cox said: “I think Mr. Moran’s 

head is level. Weshould sell the gas stock 
and put the worey in high schools. We need 
high schools and we don’t need gas stock.” 
& Mr. A. P. Stewart: “Lliveout of the city, 
but if Ilived intown I would favor selling 
tre gas stock and put the money in high 
schoo!s.”’ 

Captain W. A. Wright, comptroller-general: 
“It is a question for the finance committee of 
the ccuncil to decide. If they have that 
amount to’spare, they certainly cannot find a 
better use for it. But taxes are mighty hard 
to pay these days, and, I might add, hard to 
collect. Despite the increased assessmouts, 
these is no decreate in the tax rate.” 

Justice Manning: ‘I think the money 
should be raised by taxation. I know the 
boys’ high school building is in bad condition, 
and some action is ntcessary. Thore is not a 
property-owner in Atianta who would object 
to being taxed for sush a purpose, and if seems 
tome thatthe mouey ought to be raised in 
that way, rather than by disposing of the city’s 
properiy.”’ 

Captain Nelm§, United States marshal: “Our 
echocls are doing very much good, and if the 
gas stock can be sold, without detriment to 
the public interest, I think it would be a good 
plan to do so.”

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MORE OF BLACKWOOD. 


THE COVERNOR’S TELEGRAM TO 
SOLICITOR-GENERAL WRIGHT. 


An Exheustive Review of the Case From the Pen o 
Msijor W. &. Gary—Judge Roney’s Decision 
Uphold-His Reasons for Heleasiag 
Biackwood—Authori'ies, zee., Bte. 


During the governor's absence in Nashville, 
a telegram was received at the executive de- 
partment from Solicitor Genmal Boykin 
Wright, of Augusta, asking for orders concern- 
ing the Blackwood hearing before Governor 
Richardson. Upon hi# return to this city, 
Governor Gordon sent the following terse and 
pointed telegram to Colonel Wright: 

ATLANTA, May 28.—Hon. Boykin Wright, Solicit- 
or General, Augusta circuit: Obedience toa 
requisition, proper in form and substance, is a duty 
epjoined bythe federal corstitution. To send an 
attorney to urge compliance with the uisition 
for Biackwood would imply doubt as to Governor 
Richardson's knowledge of, or disposition to dis- 
charge, his duty. J. B. GornDON, Governor. 

The matter is entirely ia Governor Rich ard- 
son’s hands and it is left to him to say whether 
Blackwood shall be delivered to the Georgia 
authorities or not. 

BLACK WOOD'S SIDE OF THE CASE. 

Major W.T. Gary, a prominent attorney of 
Augusta, diecusses the Blackwood case iu @ re- 
cent number of the Chronicle in a card whi-h 
reads as follows: 

The decision of Judge Roney in the Blackwood 
case has been the subject of criticism as un. 


) just as it is adverse. The facts conclusively 


show that Blackwood was arrested at his home in 
South Carolina, was placed in handcuffs, his house 
searched at night, considerable sums of money, 
articles of jewelry, silverware, etc , taken from his 
wife, and Blackwood brought to Georgia in nand- 
cuffs and lodged in jail. ere was no warrant for 
the arrest of Blackwood in South Carolina, nor 
were any of the forms of law complied with It 
was not a thonghtless mistake which induced the 
parties to disregard the law and all of its forms. 

A citizen of South Carolina advised them to ap- 
ply to an officer in the neighborhood and obtain a 
warrant for the arrest of Blackwood, but the par- 
ties making the unlawful arrest declined the sug- 
gestion, and said they would arrest him and bring 
him to Georgia auyhow and take the chances. The 
facts clearly warranted the conclusion that Black- 
wood was kidnapped and illegally brought to Geor- 


a, 
e The governor of South Carolina, in a communi- 
cation to the governor of Georgia. p!aced the facis 
before him and requested him to redress the wrong 
cone to the state of South Carolina. Under a simi- 
lar state of facts 
COVERNOR GKOVER CLEVELAND 

addressed a similar comnoiunication to the governor 
of the state of Pennsylvania. 

In transmitting the same to the judge of the 
court of the district in which the prisoner wascon- 
fined, the governor of Pennsylvania said: 

“There is po power vested in me as governor of 
this commonwealth to order the discharge of this 

risoner, and 1 do not apprehend that his excel- 

ency the governor of New York so thought. He 


has simply chosen the executive department of 


this commonwealth as the channel through which 
to communicate with the court of the district in 
which the prisoner is detained,’’ 

ihe governor of Georgia refused to have any: 
thing to do with the matter, ard informed the gov- 
ernor of South Carolina that the courts of Georgia 
could consider the matter. 

Thereupon the state ot South Carolina united 
with Biackwood ina petition for the writ of ha- 
beas corpus, and the matter came before Judge 

toney. It was adjudged that Blackwood wasille- 
gally detained, although he was arrested under 
warrants in due form under the laws of Georgia, 
after he was placed in jail in Richmond county, 
Georgia. 

Is the decision of Judge Roney sustained by the 
law applicable to the case’ It was not urged 
upon the consideration of the court that any 
rights personal to Blackwood weregviolated. It 
was conceded.at the trial before Judge Roney that 
B’'ackwood was not entitled to his discharge as.a 
personal right, and that he could only be dis- 
charged where the state, whose laws were violat- 
ed, was @ party Cemanding the release, and then 
only under the laws of comity between the states, 

There are a pumber of decisions which establish 
the principle that the right tobe discharged in 
such cases is not persoual to the prisoner, butina 
pumber of these decisions the princip'eis clearly 
recognized that where the state whose laws were 
violated by the illegal removal of the prisoner de- 
mands redress for the wrong the state is entitled to 
have the prisoner discharged from custody and re- 
turned to the state from which the prisoner was 
illegally taken, and that too after the arrest of the 
prisoner under valid warrants issued in the state 
where he is held. Dows case, 18 Penn, st. 37. 

Chief Justice Gibson in the case of Dows held: 
‘‘That where a party has been kidnapped in one 
state, and forcibly removed therefrom into another 
state, and isin the latter state hcldin custody on 
the charge of crime against its laws, andthe gov- 
ernor of the state from which he was abducted de- 
mands his release, itis the duty ofa competent 
court, within whose jurisdiction the party is held, 
after duly inquiring into the case and ascertaining 
this state of facts, to comply with the demand and 
discharge the prisoner.”’ 

The law is thus stated in Church on Habeas Cor- 
pus, page 624, section 483: ‘But where a fugitive 
criminal has been charged with an extraditable 
offense by indictment in the state whence he fied 
and has been forcibly and ar, arrested in tne 
state to which he has fled, and extradited on re: 
quisition, etc., he may nevertheless b& held and 
tried in the first named state unless the governor 
of the Jast named state makes a demand for the 
fugitive’s release on. account of the illegal pro- 
ceedings; in which case, however he would be set 
atlarge.’’ Inthe case of Patrick W. Norton, st Al- 
bany Law Journal 6), Judge Krebs said: “The 
question to be determined is one of comity be- 
tweenthe state of New York and the state of 
Pennsylvapis, and that under the law of comity 
Norton haying been seized in violation of the laws 
of the state of New York and forcibly removed 
from their protection, and brought into the state of 
Pennsylvania, ought upon the demand of the 
governor of the former state to be released from a 
custody that would otherwise have been lawful." 

In regard to this point Judge Krebs said: ‘Shall 
it be said, then, that a court sitting to administer 
aud yindicae the law in this case shall

to the violation of the law by which the prisoner 
is brought within its jurisdiction? That the ends 
to be accomplished justify the means employed 
cannot and ought not to become a maxim of iegal 
jurisprudence. To deny this demand for the release 
of this priconer would be to encourage the viola 
tion of that comity which does now and ought 
always to exist between adjoining states in tnis 
government.” 

The tame judge refused to release Norton when 
the application for habeas corpus was upon his 
own petition and granted the release in the above 
terms when the state, whose laws were violated by 
the illegal arrest, was a party to the proceadings 
demanding the release. The subject is treated by 
Spear in his work on the law of extradition. The 
author says: 

Fpcaron the Jaw of extradition, page 725. ‘‘The 
general principle so often asserted by courts that 
where a party isactually within the jurisdiction, 
and there properly charged with crime, the court 
may proceed to try and punisb him, if found gailty, 
without any reference to the mannerof his Capture, 
is then not absolutely and uuiversally true, but is 
subiect to the qualification imposed by the law of 
comity. * * * The lawof comity between states 
suspends the principle in such cases and supplies 
another rnle for the government of the court ”’ 

“It would to the very last degree be inexpedient 
for the states to countenance sé ny method of capture 
except the one provided for by iaw.’’ 

‘Jhese are the decisions upon which the law of 
the Black wood case was rested. We «do not know 
of a single case in which the application of a state 
for the release of a prisoner thus illezally captured 
and held was ever refused 

Judge Roney is sustained in his decision by rea 
rou and by precedent. It it be true that he is not 
sustained by the opinion of the bar of Atlanta, it is 
equally true that he is sustained by almost the 
unanimous opinion of the bar of Augusta. 

As to the form of the order in the case, it is only 
neces*tarys tostate that Judge Roney referred it to 
the attorneys in the case to prepare the form of 
the order, &nd, after consultation, the attorneys 
agreed upon the order which was signed. 

We will pot arrogate to Judge Roney or to our- 
selves the right to make law, nor do we conced 
tothe press or its correspondents the right to disre- 
gard precedents which are the landmarks of the 


law.

e Roney has simply followed the unbroken 
line of precedents which were made by judges 
learred in the law, and that, too, when not a 
single conflicting decision was presented for his 
copsideration. He has not doue wrong; he has 
simpiy dared to do right and has deserved the 
commendation of the lovers of law and order.

When the missionaries reached Nhangue- 
peppo they found it a delightfal town and its 
choice for a station reflected great credit upon 
Dr. Summers, There is probably no healthier 
Africa than the mission head 
quarters there. It was altogether so favorab 
situated, lying on the line of one of the princi- 
pal caravan routes, that the bishop dec to 
make it the receiving station of the district, 
He sent word back to Dondo at once to Rev. 
Amos E. Withey, W. H. Mean and Charles b. 
Rudolph ‘to obtain carriers and come on, These 
with Mr. Dodson he placed in charge at Nhan- 
guepeppo, but while they wereon the way 
the bishop remained there with Mr. Dodson, 
helping to make the plaze habitable and pros- 
perdus. Habitable it was easily made, for the 
bishop was able to buy a stone house, the best 

the town, at a moderate price, and 
he and Mr. Dodson installed themselves at 
once. But the 2,500 acres granted by the gov- 
ernment needed considerable attention before 
it could be called a farm. Most of it was clear 
of fcrest, but it had never been cultivated, ap: 
ently, and the vegetation was wild and use- 
ess. Furthermore, there was an immediate 
need for a water supply. The land is on high 
= a hillin the midst of a large valley. 
imited only by distant mountains. The 
house is about a mile and a half from the Co- 
anza river,and it may have been from the 
scarcity of water that the property was ob- 
tained so cheaply. So there was plenty for 
two men to do. Besides all that, it was de- 
sirable to build mission houses ag soon as 
possible in order that the work of teaching and 
evangelizing might not be unnecessarily de- 
Jayed. The first thing the bishop and his com- 
panion undertook was the digging ofa well. 
‘Chis task was not turned to hired natives. The 
bishop believes in doing his own work, proba- 
bly more from moral motives than for thesake 
ofeconomy. It certainly induces the respect 
of gne’s neighbors in this country to pitch in as 
if in earnest, as one had come to stay, as theze 
misssionaries evidently have done. The soil 
wes uct a difficult one to penetrate, but it took 
several days’ work,never ‘heless,to get the wall 
completed. The exercise and carefal dieting 
by the bishop put Mr. Dodson completely on 
his feet again, When the well was 
dug the two missionaries stoned it 
from bottom to top. Meantime Mr. Dodson’s 
zeal found vent in gettinga school under way. 
They made themselves known in the town 
withont difficulty or delay and the objects of 
their coming was explained. The leading na- 
tive inhabitsnts willingly consented to let their 
children be taught the languages, and Mr. Dod- 
son began his work ina tent. The only furni- 
ture of a school room wasa box on which the 
teacher sat. The lessons wera given in the 
evening and in the middle of the day when it 
was advisable to work in the open air. 

When the well had been finished, and dur- 
ing this time natives had been employed to as- 
sist in erecting a mission house, Bishop Tay- 
lor and his companion went atthe farm. They 
used long hoes, with which the bishop's 
party are abundantly supplied. Thsy 
turned the eoil over thoroughly everywhere 
they went, leaving the wild vegetation roots 
sothat the sun completely exterminate it, 
They did not, of course, attempt to operate the 
whole of the 2,500 acres. but before the bishop 
left they had cleared enough of a section to 
plant 200 banana trees and more than 400 pine- 
epples. This mission, as well as the ons at 
Dondo, is now on  a_ self-supporting 
basis. The work of evangelizing in 
ary quarter, however, is hardly begun. 
The difficulty is in the language. 
The missionaries could learn Portuguese 
easily enough, but to reach the natives eifect- 
ively it will be necessary to address them in 
their own tongue. Inthe large towns where 
the influence of Portuguese trade dominates, 
the natives undorstand the language and 
speak a bad dialect of it. In the interior they 
gereral]y know nothing whatever of it. The 
missionaries have naturally had to spenda 
greet deal of time in mastering the African 
Janguage. The language and dialectsof Af.- 
rica are numerous, but Bishop Taylor's plan of 
having each missionary settle ia one place, 
thefe to remain and build up a home for him- 
self, will obviate any difficulty that might 
arise otherwise from a confusion of tongues. 

Dr. Sommers had reported that the next 
town suitable for a missionary station was 
Pango Andonga, and when the Nhanguepeppo 
farm had been well started and the poople at 
Dondo who had been left behind had arrived, 
Bisbop Taylor set out unattended save by 
natives for the new place. It isdistant thirty- 
seven miles from Nhanguepeppo across the 
same kind of hilly, uneven country that the 
bishop had already traversed. Before starting 
he eent word back to Dondo again to the mis- 
tiovaries still resting there to follow him and 
await further orders at Nhanguepeppo. The 
bishop. made the tripin three days. Every 
day brought its evidence of the need of his 
work in Africa. Ashe came toward the end 
of a long downward slope he observed his car- 
riers looking furtively at the side of the path, 
and presently one of them picked up a stone, 
The others did the same thing, and while the 
bishop was still wondering what they wanted 
of the stones, he saw them throw their missiles 
aside. The men had added the stones to a 
high irreguiar heap of similar stones that stood 
bythe path. To the bishop this thing had no 
significance whatever; there was apparently 
no ure for the pile, either as a landmark or an 
ornament. He questioned one of the carriers 
ea it. The fellow hung his head sheep- 
ishly. 

“Atthis point,” he said, ‘‘we enter a stretch 
of country that, lying low between tlie hills as 
it does, has been exceedingly dangerous to all 
kinds of travelers. Fierceanimals dwell bere, 
ard the legend throughout all the land is that 
they sre the slaves of a wicked demon who 
iwellsin the dark thicket, The animals are 
rot to be feared unless the demon bids them 
work, whereupon they rush out and destroy 
whoever may be passing. For many years, 
hundreds it is said, the people have been ac: 
customed to defeat the demon by building up 
the stone heap. Itisa powerful fetish before 
which the demon cannot avail.’ 

“Bat,” exclaimed the bisbop, ‘‘surely you 
bave lived among the white menand have 
learned of them about the true God, you know 
better than this, Do you not understand that 
a miserable stone heap is worthless against 
wild animals, and that there is no demon to be 
feared in the thicket?’ 

“Ah,” replied the African, “I have heard of 
such things from the white men at the coast, 
but who knows that their God ever comes as 
far as this? The demon may @well in the 
thicket, after all, and it is as well to be on the 
safe side. Your God cannot take offense at 
that.” : 

And on another occasion they passed 2 minia- 
ture village. It consisted of no more than four 
huts, The natives were too excessively lazy 
to cultivate sufiicient land to live upon as well 
as they might, and so devoted themselves to 
trade. Their business consisted in supplying 
water to passisg travelers or caravans, for at 
that point there was no water for a considerable 
distance, except at the well around which the 
village was built. Success in _ this 
boginess depended, of cours 3, en- 
tirely upon the presence of travelers, and 
when tiey were slow in appearing the natives 
were forced to go hunting, They were repair- 
ing for a hunt when the bishop arrived at the 
well. It took them a whole day to do this, 
althovgh not one weapon was burnished or 
putin order. The time wasspent in making 
the necessary propitiation to the demons—it 
were mockery to call them gods—who ruled 
the forest and all the country round about. 
During the first half of the day they had pon- 
dered eolemply and danced frantically, lead by 
their chief, in the effort to think up some new 
and extraordinary sacrificeto make. At last 
they struck it. They dug four little holes in 
the greund ubout a foot deep each in the form 
ofarquare. They then took theone goat of 
the poorest man awong them and put her feet 
into the holes. With the precious water from 
their well they moistened the dirt, and every 
man pitching into it, they packed the mud 
about the unfortunate nanny until she was en- 
tirely buried, not even the tip ofan ear appear- 
ing above the mud. Then they shouted and 
sat down to contemplate their fetish with 
profound satisfaction. That was what they 
were at when the bishop camealong. It was 
then tco late in theday to begin a hunt, end

I have 
spent today looking at the new Sweetwater Park 
hote], now nearly completed, and which will be 
thrown oper tothe public about the loth of June 
or thereabouts. The hotel is a gem, and one of 
the most superbly appointed in the union, I have 
the opinion of Mr. J. D. billings, the gentleman 
whom the owners have engaged to run it, thatthe 
hotel is unquestionably the finest wooden 
structure in all its general finish 
and appointments in America. And from 
my Own observation I am prepared to agree with 
him. Mr. Billings is from Michigan, and has kept 
rome of the finest hotels in the great northwest. 
He assures me that there is nothing up there equal 
to the one he shall have charge of here. The pro- 
prietors of the enterprise, by the way, have build- 
ed larger, if not more wisely, than they kaew or at 
first dreamed of doing.

G. L. Normann, the well known Atlantaarchitect, 
has done himself proud in this work. The hotel! is 
an imposing s‘ructure from the front, and the cle- 
vation on which it rests guarantees alasting breeze 
throvghout the summer. The main building fronts 
toward the railroad 260 feet and is three stories 
high, 50 feet wide, with a veranda running the en: 
tire length. There are, however, (60 feet of yveran- 
das, 15 feet wide, “,900 square feet, or nearly 
one-fourth of au acre, In addition 
to this, there are four large wings running back 
from the main building, one of them 156x441 feet, 
four stories and basement, another 1x4> feet, 
three stories, one 60x30 feet, three stories, and still 
another 45x75 feet, unree stories.

These things, however, while necessary to carry 
out ihe general line of appurtenances and Conveu 
ienceés Of a first-class hotie], are not noticed in the 
general display of elegance elsewhere noticable or 
Isboulé sav, allover the house. The rooms are 
mocels of neatness, not to say luxuriousness. The 
furniture is every piece as fine as any hotelin the 
ecuntiy holds, and came from Grand Rapids, Mich- 
iger. Many of the rooms run in suites, and all are 
furnished with bath rooms, hot and cold water, 
etc., and througheut the entire hotel there 
are electric bells and enutinciator 
alsrm cails, £0 that in case a 
“call” isleft in thecfiice fora certain hour, an 
a'srm will 1ing in any reom, and by touching the 
call button the guest may answer, which signifies 
“Tem here.” Then by a peculiarly nice adjust- 
ment, there isa switchjboard in the main office, 
so that in case of fire, every alarm bell in the house, 
250, may be turned on instantly and proper warn- 
ing given in time. The Brush system of incan- 
descent lights will be used throughout the build 
ing, ail the rooms, hells and offices having hand- 
some chandeliers or bracketlamps. By the way, 
there are about 2,500 feet of hallways, or nearly 
half amile. At night the hotel will present a 
beautifnl sight,illominated as it will be with 300 or 
400 electric lights. There is a large ball room, 
elegent fariors, billiard room, bath rooms and 
evcry fpossibie convenience that modern ingennity 
cab coMmend to make the place one of the very 
finest inthe country. My limited space prevents 
me from going into detail about the forty acres of 
perk turrounding tbe hotel, or speaking of the 
Insgbificent marble-tiled office and its loxuriant 
appoiniments. This, with the immense dining 
room, is finished in hand polished woods, and the 
effect is in every way in keeping with a lavish out- 
jay of money. The superintendent, Mr. Marphy,

In the wint2r of 1563 4 the Army of Ten- 
neseee, after the battle of and retreat from 
Missionary Ridge, went into quarters just above 
Dalton, while the federal army did the game 
ator in the vicinity of Tunnel Hill, 


Our boys erected splendid quarters, some of 


the rude huts being really comfortable; and it 
was well we did for the winter was unusually 
severe. 


Here we remained until the opening of the. 
campaign in the spring of 64, about the first of 


May, when commenced the memorable dogged 
“ssa between Sherman and Johnston to At- 
anta. 

After go much activity, our long rest became 
monotonous. The boys began to “spile” forthe 
want of a little tussel with the Yanks. Some 
of us actually got fat and sleek and clean, and 
occasionally a thirty-days’ furlough to visit 
the dear ones at home, 

A few instances occurred where young men 
made application for a furlough on the ground 
that they wished to go home and marry, and 
obtained the desired leave of absence. 

The writer of this having safely passed 
through tke ordeal of the marrying bnsiness, a 
dozen years previous to the beginning of the 
little scrape we were then trying to settle, vi 
et armis, could not truthfully render the mat- 
rimonial plea, and having no other valid ex- 
cuse for wauting to go home, waa forced to re- 
mainincamp and do guard daty, eat his 
ecanty rations and long for a termination of 
the unequal atrife. 

During the time we were thus in winter 
quarters our little army was wonderfully aug- 
mented in numbers.

A Great Achievement by Private Soldiers 
Alone,

where we were threwing up breastworks aud 
expecting an attack every day. We were noar 
the extreme left of Lee’s army, and I know of 
no troops, except the Texas brigade of our di- 
vision, on our jeft. 

On the twenty-ninth day of October the fed- 
eral forces made a feint of attack along the 
lines in our front, but they could not fool our 
generals. Their main point was to gain the old 
works two miles to our left on the Williams- 
burg road, which were not occupied by troop3. 

So instead of paying attention to ths few 
ebarpshooters in our front, we were ordered 
at double quick time torun up the old in- 
trenchments to the left. We hada hard race 
of it to occupy the old breastworks before the 
enemy who were making this flank movement. 
The sbarpshooters harrassed us all along the 
route, but we got there just in 
time to see their long lines of battle come over 
the hill seven hundred yards away, and ander 
the galling fire of their artillery, we awaited 
their charge. We were hot and much fatigued 
by our long run, and if many an old soldier’s 
hand trembled as he loaded his musket, it was 
not-from fear, but overexertion, 

The ground in our front was perfectly open, 
but about four hundred yards from our line 
there wasasmall valley or sink, and part of 
the federal line was to charge across this, Bat 
our fire was so destructive that the whole line 
broke and fled, except those who had to sross 
this sink, and all those who reached the pro- 
tection of it remained there, They could not 
advance, and whenever they tried to retreat 
they were shot down by our men as they at- 
tempted to-crossthe rising ground in their 
rear. Weknewfrom the length of the line 
that there wereathousand men who were 
seeking protection in this little valley. They 
were nearer their own line than they wero to 
ours, and it looked like madness on the 
part of twenty or thirty men 
to march across an open field 
four hundred yards and demand the surrender 
of nearly a thousand well armed soldiers, with 
their flags and officers. Yot this was the pri- 
vate’s achievement. I donot suppose one of 
our generals thought of sending off from our 
Bat several pri- 
vate soldiers commenced the cry of “less go 
out and capture ’em,” and immediately abou: 
twenty men from our brigade, and I thinka 
few from the Texas, jumped over the breast- 
works, and forming a thin skirmish line, charg- 
ed right intothe maw of federalsand demanded 
their surrender. They immediately threw 
down their arms: and it wasa grand sight to 
see a score of men guiding a line of seven hun- 
dred of the enemy, and halfa dozen stand of 
colors, back to our lines. Why the yankees 
cid not capture and march away with the 
twenty was a mystery to me, for our men from 
the treaches could not have fired upon them 
without killing our own soldiers. 

The whole act was accomplished contrary to 
the orders of the generals or other superior offi- 
cers, save the assistance of one lieutenant, who 
vcelunteered with the privates for the hazard- 
ous undertaking, I have forgotten his name, 
but wish I knew it so that I could give it in 
this article. When the mea jamped over the 
work and started their charge they were com- 
manded by the officers to come back, come 
back, but the order had no effect, they rushed 
onward, actuated by their own brave impulses, 
to the victory they achieved. Such an achieve- 
ment ordered by a general would have gained 
his promotion and added lustre to his fame, 
but as it was done by the privates alone, scarce- 
ly any notice was taken of the circumstance. 
I wish I knew the names of all who formed 
this gallant band, but I recollect but four who 
belonged to company K, 8th Georgia regiment, 
H. H. Zuber, Isaac Hall, Richard Brooks, and 
Thomas Berry.

BOOKS AND AUTHORS. 


A Glance;Qver the Literary Field—Some Fine 
Magazines—The Thackeray Letters. 

Scribner’s Magazine continues to show the 
developments of the editor’s policy. Lvery 
article thathe has thus far admitted to its 
pages, every story bearssome definite relation 
to the current of modern thought. This time- 
liness, if we may call itsuch, is very gratify- 
ing to the readers who do not care to follow 
the personal adventures of emall writers who 
visit out-of-the-way places and return with 
satchels fall of unsatisfactory photographs 
and uninteresting notes. 

Mr. John C. Ropes, whose portraits of Cesar 
were a feature of a recent nuamber 
of the magazine, has an article on 
the first Napoleon, illustrated with 
portraits, which give a singularly suggestive 
view of the growth and development of the 
cbaracter of the emperor. The portraits are ac- 
companied by explanatory comments and esti- 
mates. The article and its illustrations are of 
permanent value. 

Another article of special concern to those 
who are in favor of bringing the United States 
and the Central and South American repub- 
lics into closer relations commercially, is en- 
titied “An Uncommercial Republic,” by W.T. 
Brigham. The republic is Guatemala and Mr. 
Brighaim’s article is valuable and timely. 

In the way of fictive literature, we have the 
continuation of “Seth’s Brother’s Wife,” which 
is developing into a strong and picturesque 
story; “Miss Pringle’s Neighbors,” by the wife 
of Robert Louis Stevenson, which, though 
rather coarre in the grain, is finished with 
exquisite art;and “Two Russians,’ by Miss 
Nora Perry. The more substantial contribu- 
tions are “The Ethics of Democracy,” by F. J. 
Stenison, and “‘The Magic Flight in Folk-Lore,” 
by H. G. Warner. John Boyle O'Reilly has a 
suggestive poem entitled “An Art Master.” 

But the feature of the magazine—a feature 
that amounts to a feast—is the collection of 
Thackeray’s letters. These lettera continue to 
be delightful and something more. They are 
unigue. They bring us very near to the heart 
and soul of the great novelist, and we see noth- 
ing there but gentleness and manliness, Here 
is a characteristic paragraph: “I am afraid I 
disgusted Macaulay yesterday at dinner, at Sir 
George Napier’s. We were told that an Amer- 
ican lady was comingin the evening, whose 
great desire in life was to mest the author of 
“Vanity Fair,’ and the author ofthe “Lays of
